Iii describing the accident 
to the coroner she said her father 
had rather poor eyesight and she 
had warned him of the approaching 
train. 
She said they were coming to 
this city to exchange a pair of shoes. 
The shoes were found last night iii 
the road where she had dropped them 
in running from the scene.

Hanover, Pa., lost the oldest and 
what Is believed to be the most re­ 
markable piece of furniture in Ameri­ 
ca when the famous Bingley armchair, 
which has seen five centuries, 
was 
expressed to Hagerstown, 
Md., 
the 
home of Joseph Parker Bingley, who 
inherited it by the will of his father, 
the late John Jackson Bingley of Han­ 
over. 
Kept as an heirloom, the an­ 
cient chair has been passed down from 
father to son for many generations. 
J. Edward Bingley of Baltimore, Md., 
is heir apparent to the coveted relic. 
The chair is a massive piece of 
work, made in Yorkshire, England, in 
1430. 
It represents the type of a r­ 
chitecture popular in 
those 
days. 
English oak, inlaid with various kinds 
of wood, was used in its construction. 
The back Is handsomely carved and 
at the top figures of birds are engrav- 
The joints are mortised and held 
t e t h e r with wooden pegs 
Sixty-two years 
before 
Columbus 
Jiscovered America thi3 chair 
was 
milt, and it remained In the town of 
Jingler, named from the ancestors of 
[the present owner, during the reign of 
renty English monarchs, from Hen­ 
ry VI. to Victoria. 
After r brief stay 
fat Leeds, it was taken to Manchester. 
In 1856 the chair was brought to 
this country on the ship Mary Hale 
and was landed at Baltimore. 
In the 
Civil war the chair was in Richmond, 
Va., where the owner temporarily left 
It in the care of a friend while he es­ 
caped to the north.

known fact, however, that ice forms 
in the summer and disappears in win­ 
ter. 
That the am ount of moisture in 
the ground has its bearing has also 
been proved by the disappearance of 
ice in times of continued extrem e 
drouth. 
When this condition arises, 
though the ice may 
disappear, the 
cave will be cool and damp. 
When 
conditions are normal 
ice 
begins 
forming in the spring and increases 
to the thickness of 
three 
to 
four 
inches. 
The cave is located in the 
side of a bluff on the north side of 
the city and fully IOO feet above the 
Upper Iowa river. 
Its location is pic­ 
turesque and the citizens of Decorah 
have constructed a fine-drive that ex­ 
tends for a half mile along the face 
of the bluff. 
At one time a specula­ 
tive citizen thought to m ake money 
out of the cave by closing the en­ 
trance with a door and charging ad­ 
mission. 
The door stopped the cir­ 
culation of air, the ice melted, and 
the speculator had his expense for 
nothing.

fending the “Chicago of China,” the 


Republican Forces Flee to Wuchang 


and Appeal to Foreign Consuls to 


Secure an Armistice W ith a View to 


Talking Things Over. 


Peking, 
Nov. 
28.-^* The 
imperial 
forces have again the upper hand in 
the Hankow district, though indica­ 
tions point to the ultimate success of 
the 
rebels 
around 
Nanking. 
The 
American consul at Hankow wired his 
legation here that after the imperial 
forces had captured the rebel positions 
the revolutionists fled to Wuchang, 
whither they were being pursued by 
the loyal troops. 
The losses of the 
rebels are described as enormous, and 
it is added that the fighting was of the 
most desperate kind. 
Word comes that the rebel leaders 
around Hankow have appealed to the 
foreign consuls to mediate with a view 
to securing a three-days’ armistice, 
so as to enable them to consult with 
other revolutionary centers about ac­ 
cepting Yuan Sinh Ivai’s proposal for a 
limited monarchy. 
They ask that the 
armistice be granted at once. 
It is 
added that if the other revolutionary 
leaders do not agree Li Yuan Hung, 
the rebel leader, will seek to withdraw 
from Wuchang to save the city from 
destruction. 


Yuan’s Position Strengthened. 


If the reports are true it can only 
mean that the position of Yuan Shih 
Kai 
as 
premier 
has 
been 
greatly 
strengthened. 
Meanwhile the repub­ 
licans are banking strongly on the cap­ 
ture of Nanking, the fall of which is 
said to be imminent. 
The fighting 
there also is described as desperate 
and the losses are said to nm into big 
figures. 
It is reported that the rebels 
have captured a series of forts about 
the city and have driven in the defend­ 
ers. 
There is a report, too, that the 
city is being heavily bombarded from 
the surrounding hills and the rebel 
warships are shelling the town. 
The 
republicans claim that the fall of Nan­ 
king will establish their cause firmly 
in central and southern China. 
The 
Manchus are said to be extremely anx­ 
ious over the situation.

players from presept iug J. M. Synge’s 
three-act comedy, ‘ The Playboy of the 
'Western World.’ 
This play, which has met with a 
noisy reception in Boston, Providence 
and elsewhere because some Ameri­ 
cans of Irish birth and parentage ob­ 
ject to its subject, never had such a 
wild greeting as it got last night. The 
wild uproar in the theater, however, 
was due partly to the hand taken by 
a part of the audience in helping the 
police pick out the disturbers.

Indianapolis, Nev. 28.—In order to 
furnish a garrison for F ort Benjamin 
Harrison, some of the sm aller posts of 
toe country are to be depopulated, 
according to an assurance received by 
Senator John W. K ern from the war 
departm ent, to the effect that Indian­ 
apolis will soon have soldiers again. 
The date on which a garrison will be 
assigned to the local army post was 
not given in the communication to the 
* nator, but he was assured it would 
■> “soon.” 
Information was not given as to the 
posts from which the troops will be 
drawn to garrison Fort Benjamin H ar­ 
rison, the w ar departm ent preferring 
to m ake no announcem ent at this time. 
It is said, however, that in the interest 
of economy, soldiers now at several 
sm aller posts would be transferred to 
the big ]Lost near Indianapolis. 
An effort has been made to obtain 
the Seventh, returning to this country, 
as the regim ent to be assigned here’ 
The communication to Senator Kern, 
however, says that as it has been de­ 
cided to station the Seventh at Fort 
Leavenworth, 
the 
departm ent 
will 
have to send other troops here. 
Indianapolis
